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Nehru Speaks Out 
And Asia Listens 


Prime Minister Nehru of India, often 
called pro-Communist and certainly a 
frequent apologist for communism, has 
seen the light. He has ousted the Com- 
munist regime of the Indian state of 
Kerala with overwhelming support from 
Parliament. 

The ouster followed widespread riot- 
ing in Kerala which brought government 
charges that the Communist administra- 
tion was unable to maintain law and or- 
der. It had failed utterly to provide the 
reforms promised. It had been able only 
to promote chaos which presented a real 
threat to stability of all of India. 

Nehru, a powerful leader of those 
Asian countries called “uncommitted na- 
tions,” made a highly significant remark 
in the parliamentary debate in New Delhi 
which will not be lost on other Asiatics. 

“T am no Communist,” said the prime 
minister. “I think what might be called 
the Communist theory is out of date.” 

This statement is finding an echo in 
many other Asian countries’ which bor- 
der Communist China. The trouble in 
Laos, the rape of Tibet and menacing 
moves toward other neighbors, including 
India, have set the stage for further 
united action to deter aggression. Aware 
of their danger, they are moving closer 
together to counter it. 

While vowing that he is not anti- 
Communist and that he does not believe 
in this antibusiness, Nehru’s actions speak 
for themselves. He may not be anti-Com- 
munist but he is profreedom and he has 
realized that freedom and democracy 
cannot exist under communism. 

More and more of the uncommitted 
peoples, watching the Communists in 
action, are reaching similar conclusions. 
‘They see them gain power through force, 
maintain it through force and operate on 
the theory of total human degradation. 
The examples of Hungary, Tibet, Korea, 
Viet Nam and now Laos have repudiated 

any claims the Reds may have had to 
leading the “wave of the future.” 

On the other hand, the West again 
has its great opportunity. If it offers 
‘leadership, friendship and help, it still 
‘can win the uncommitted millions who 
‘want a better life under freedom.

Let City Get Tough 
On Expressway Speed 


Mayor Hartsfield is exactly right in 
‘assessing public concern about speeding 
on the expressways, especially by trucks. 

He has asked Police Chief Jenkins to 
make every possible man available to en- 
force speed laws and other driving vio- 
lations on these routes to make them safer 
and more comfortable to drive on. 

This action has been in order for a 
long time. Complaints to this office and 
personal observations of staff members 
reveal an appalling disregard for law and 
an even more disturbing contempt for the 
rights of others. 

As for trucks, we think these com- 
‘plaints entirely justified. The death of 
four women last week merely focused at- 
tention on a situation which must be 
remedied before others meet a like fate. 
Heavy trailer-trucks bound from lane 
to lane with the speed—if not the agility— 
of a sports car. 

The request to the Atlanta Traffic 
Commission for a restudy of truck speed 
laws also is in order. Feasibility of spe- 
cial routes to take as many of them off 
expressways as possible also should be 
studied. 

At any rate, as great an effort as 
can be made with the police manpower

In many 
cases they simply agree to take such 
children, promising thereby an avoidance 
of any publicity or records.

Let’s Settle Controversy 
Over This Supeérhi ghway 


The Federal Bureau of Roads and the 
State Highway Dept. should agree upon 
a route for the Greenville, S.C.-Atlanta 
superhighway as soon as possible and 
thus end this long controversy which ex- 
pleaded again yesterday with loud blasts 
from the Toccoa-Stephens County Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

The chamber charges that the gover- 
nor, an in-law and a member of the 
highway board would profit financially 
from the “middle route” favored by the 
administration—charges which Gov. Van- 
diver flatly rejects. He maintains the 
route, which passes near Lavonia, would 
not touch his property and that costs 
would be 10 million dollars less. 


Earlier a route was discussed which 
would have taken the road _ through 
Athens. Later the northern route through 


Gainesville and Toccoa was talked about. 
People along both have an understand- 
able desire to get the road. The Toccoa- 
Stephens County group maintains the road 
would serve more people on their route. 
It follows then that the location through 
Athens would serve more than either. 

It should be remembered that this 
is an interstate highway, not intended 
primarily for local traffic. Superhighways 
cost too much to be routed solely on the 
latter premise, although we have every 
sympathy for those who think they should 
be. 

No doubt there are political consid- 
erations bearing:on the matter. But if the 
middle route is the shortest route and 
will save 10 million dollars, the cry of 
politics sounds a bit hollow. 

Unless more facts are brought out to 
prove otherwise, we see no reason for 
continuing this controversy. Let the U.S. 
Bureau of Roads and the State Highway 
Dept. settle it.

The story of school desegregation at Little Rock, Ark., 


is not 


ended yet. It may not be, fully, for another generation. But at least 
it can be said that city and school authorities showed admirable de- 
termination to maintain order in the first few hours after the reopen- 
ing of: Little Rock high schools with token desegregation. 


And if this determination con- 
tinues and is upheld, as it has 
been to the time this is written, 
much of the credit must go to the 
people of Little Rock—all but a 
few diehards and hotheads who 
put on, the street demonstration. 
It is sickening to see men having 
their heads bloodied with police 
clubs, and to see fire hoses 
turned on women and youngsters 
in a public street. But we have 
to remember why the necessity 
arose, who provoked it, for what 
reason and what might have hap- 


pened if the outnumbered police, 


had not finally resorted to some 
rough tactics. 

The warnings from the school 
board and city authorities re- 
flected laudable resolve that Little 
Rock would handle its own law- 
less element and bow to the 
authority of the courts, however 
reluctantly, without offering ne- 
cessity or excuse for the return 
of federal troops. And this, in 


turn, appears. to! reflect some 


considerable change in many 
minds, not about school segrega- 


tion, perhaps, but about the im- 
portance of public schooling and 
good community spirit and the 
necessity of orderly compliance 
with the law of the land rooted 
deeply in the principles of our 
American democracy.

Rockefeller Right 
To Spurn Pollsters 


WASHINGTON—There 


is, after all, 
prospect that the actual voting delegates to the 
national nominating conventions, and then the 


some 


people themselves in the polling booths, may be allowed to decide 
who shall be elected president in 1960. It had looked for a time that 
a dozen or a thousand public opinion polls might be taking over this 


task. 

For months all sorts of pollsters 
have been ranging about, announc- 
ing that spot checks in the ab- 
solutely typical community of 
Wine Sap, S.D., were 67.3 per cent 
for Smith but only 11.67 per cent 
for Jones, and so on. Thus it was 
implied that Smith was practically 
“in,” nationally, and that poor 
Jones had clearly been sunk. 

Then only a short time ago 
Gov. Rockefeller of New York 
gave a mighty boost to this new 
way of choosing a president and 
saving the voters all the trouble. 
He allowed it to be understood 
that he would decide only on the 
basis of how kind the polls were 
to him whether and when he 
would openly challenge Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon for the 1960 Republi- 
can presidential nomination. 

Now, however, Gov. Rocke- 
feller has quite rightly spurned 
this technique—which in plain 
fact is a_ huckster-propagandist 
technique. He has thus struck a 
great blow at poll-madness. He 
has announced that if and when 
he goes all out for the top nomi- 
nation it will be strictly on his 
own decision that the job really 
needs him and that he has the 
qualities and the strength to do 
it well. 

He has thus returned his po- 
tential campaign to the old 
method by which matters of such 
gravity have always been settled

er and smaller firms have great 
vigor and expansion possibilities. 


In addition to the two exchanges 
in New York City (the NYSE is 
at Wall and Broad Sts. and the 
Amercan Exchange a few blocks 
away on Trinity place—and both 
are open to visitors during trad- 
ing hours, 10 a.m. to 3:30 p.m., 
Monday through Friday), there 
are a number of regional ex- 
changes throughout the country 
and in Canada. Such local ex- 
changes usually list local utilities, 
department stores and other firms 
which can find a better market 
for their securities in home terri- 
tory.

Finally, there are the stocks 
traded ‘“‘over the counter’’ — not 
listed on any exchange. There 


are far more companies in this 
group than on all the exchanges 
put together. These are usually 
firms which don’t want to make 
public the information demanded 
or do not meet.the size require- 
ments of the big exchanges. Or it 
may just be a tradition to trade 
over the counter; New York 
banks, for example, trade their 
stocks this way. 

Many over-the-counter firms are 
perfectly reliable. Some are well

A number of morning papers 
carry the complete results — ex- 
change or over-the-counter — for 
the previous day’s trading. The 
lateness of information in after- 
noon papers will vary according 
to edition time. 


HOW THEY ARE LISTED 

Let’s look at a typical listing 
for a stock traded on the New 
York or American Exchange. This 
full listing, as well as additional 
daily information to be discussed 
later, will be found only in news- 
papers carrying the most com- 
plete market statistics, such as 
the New York Times, the New| 
York Herald Tribune, and the 
Wall Street Journal. The listing | 
consists of nine columns and will | 
read like this:

The two left-hand columns state 
the high and low prices at which 
the stock sold during the year. 
Our mythical U.S. Gas Works, 
we find, was up as high as $40 
and down as low as $29.

unrecognizable form. And then— 
very important — the dividend 
rate, in this case $2 a year. 

Next is the number of shares 
sold in the previous day, ex- 
pressed in hundreds of shares 
Thus there were 1,400 shares of 
U.S. Gas Works traded that day. 

Next is the price at which the 
first trade in the stock was made 
during the day, and then in order 
the highest price during the day, 
the lowest price and the closing 
price. Our Gas Works opened at 
$39.25, and during the day was as 
high as $39.50 and as low as $38.50. 
The final sale was at $39. 

The last column shows the net 


changes between the final sale 
and the final sale the previous 


day — not, please note, the first | 


sale of the same day. In this case 
the stock dropped 1'2 points, or 
$1.50, from the previous day’s 
close. 


You will note that prices are 
listed in halves, quarters, and 
eighths of a dollar,. rather than 
in tenths. 


SOME EXAMPLES 


Suppose you are thinking of buy- 
ing XYZ Corp., a mythical chew- 
ing gum company. You feel this 
is a business that will remain 
stable through good times 
bad. You note its closing price, 
say $80. 

Then you look at the left-hand 
columns and see that the high so 
far for the year was $80 and the 
low $62. Already you have an im- 
portant piece of information: The 
stock is selling at its highest 
price of the year. “‘That doesn’t 
necessarily mean it is overpriced. 
The $62 may have been far too 
low, and the $80 may be quite 
reasonable. The stock may be on 
a rise that will carry it even 
higher. But the fact that it is 
selling at its high for the year 
should be a caution sign, telling 
you to investigate extremely, 
thoroughly before you buy, to 
make sure that it isn’t too high. 


Or suppose you are thinking of 
buying UVW Co., another myth- 
ical company, This one makes 
road-building and _ construction 
machinery, and you think that 
line of activity is going to boom. 
You note it is now selling at $25, 
which happens to be the low for 
the year. This doesn’t mean that 
the stock is a sure-fire bargain. 
On investigation, which clearly 
is called for, you might find that 
the company had cut its dividend, 
that its most recent earnings re- 
port was poor, and that its or- 


place and the stock is now a bar- 
gain. 

So much for the first two col- 
umns. Now comes the name of 
the stock and right after it a 
number — perhaps 2 or 3 or .50 
or 1.60. Imagine a dollar sign in 
front of that number, because it 
signifies the dividend the com- 
pany is paying its stockholders— 
usually an annual dividend rate. 
That dividend and the closing 
price in the next-to-last column 
give you a quick way to compute 
the current yield of the stock. 
You simply divide the dividend 
by the closing price and get the 
yield, which is a percentage fig- 
ure. 

Let’s take, for example, Ash- 
land Oil, which one day in 1958 
was listed with the numeral 1 
after its name. This meant it was 
paying a $l-a-year dividend in

The total sales volume figure 
for the day may indicate whether 
the market is in the doldrums or 
in a brisk trading period. Stocks 
are generally a better buy in a 
period of doldrums than in an ac- 
tive period. Some years ago a 
day in which two million shares 
were traded was considered a 
busy one on the New York Stock 
Exchange. Now it takes a turn- 
over of about three million to 
make a busy day. 


Also of some value are the sta- 
tistics for the day's most active 


quarterly installments of 25 
cents, the standard way of pay- 
ing dividends.

A few weeks ago at Maxwell Field, Ala., I rode in a jet 
trainer and thought that must be the ultimate in thrilling human 
motion. But I didn’t aspire to own a jet plane any more than 
I'd aspire to have gossamer wings growing out of my shoulder 
blades. Even in the midst of enchantment you don’t cozy up to a jet. 

But helicopters, those clumsy, comic old droop-wing birds 
the Army uses for everything but scrubbing the barracks these 
days . . . they are something you can feel personal about. 


We went down to Fort Benning to see a group of college girls 
learning about life and work in the Army—this for a Sunday 
magazine story—and we stayed to sit under a blazing midday 
sun watching helicopters at work and at play. First they let us 
ride in a helicopter, picking us up at the Benning air field and 
transporting us miles over the lovely wooded countryside to a 
rough cow-pasture-type field where several hundred male students 
later assembled to learn about the aircraft the infantry uses. 
Sitting on that treeless plain at 2 p.m. was like sitting in a pres- 
sure cooker for those of us in light summer dresses and I tried 
not to think what it was like for the infantrymen in full field 
equipment with helmets on their heads and heavy boots on their 
feet. 


But the show—and show it was, despite the fact that the Army, 
intended it as a serious demonstration of the merits and limita 
tions of light planes—was so good we forgot about the heat. And 
|, for one, had to restrain myself from applauding when it was 
ove! 


Little planes, observation and reconnaissance 
jobs called by such names as otter, beaver and bird dog, dipped and 
circled around us like candle flies, performing a variety of small 
chores. One sailed down and scooped up a sort of clothesline with 
a message on it, held by two infantrymen not more than six 
or eight feet off the ground. Another dropped small parachuted 
packages. The command plane, slim and elegant, simply swep! 
across our line of vision and was gone. Parachute jumpers mush 
roomed out of the sky, looking frightfully brave and vulnerable 
as they rode those graceful, insubstantial-looking blossoms to 
earth.

Then the helicopters, the funny, silly old helicopters, came. 
They reminded me of a foolish old game rooster we had when 
I was a child. We called him Boob McNutt after the comic strip 
character and he went everywhere chortling happily to himself 
and in a kind of lopsided trot. I listened to the serious things the 
lecturing captain said about the uses of helicopters in transporting 
troops and evacuating the wounded and then I looked at the row of 
‘“‘choppers” lined up waiting to perform and I laughed aloud. You 
could almost say they had expressions on their faces.

And that’s the type of president the new Continental 
League needs. 


A guy unequipped with rose-colored glasses wouldn't survive 
for a single minute in the infant front office. There is no intention 
here of saying that William Shea's outfit won't go to bat in 1961 
But the odds are certainly stacked 
against the Continental 


The American and National 
Leagues, staring into congressional can- 
non, have given their little brother an 
expected welcome. Ford Frick and as- 
sociates had no other choice, a fact 
Sen. Estes Kefauver made clear in the 
Washington powwow 


Money is available to outfit 
franchises in cight new major 
league cities. Players and playing 
facilities are unavailable at present. 


None of the cities mentioned, in- 
cluding the five chartered members, 
house major league parks. The stadi- 
ums can be constructed or enlarged by 
1961. But, as Walter O'Malley will testi- 
fy, the general public is not as interest- 
: ed in stadiums as some Chamber of 
Outlar Commerce spokesmen lead you to be- 


lieve 


In Atlanta, not even the Chamber of Commerce has indicated 
that a stadium will be built. Commissioner Herbert McCollum and 
Cobb County affiliates say they will build a stadium once they are 
cuaranteed a svecific income from operators of major league hase- 
ball and football. Atlanta's entire future as a big-time sports center 
hinges on a stadium 


—Chicagoans Make Legitimate Pitch 


The Chicago group pitching for Atlanta as a member of the Con- 
tinental League is on the level. They have the financial support 
necessary to plant and cultivate a major league franchise here. 
They don't have a stadium. 


Rickey and Shea, of course, first want concrete assurance that 
Greater Atlanta is ready to pour concrete. Otherwise, Atlanta can- 
not be considered. 


The list of names released by Lee Stern and associates this 
week is impressive. A prominent Chicago man told this agent Tues- 
day that the group is top-level. ‘I've checked their credentials 
thoroughly,”” he said, ‘‘and they're strictly legitimate.” 


Stern, Bob Chatz and Jack Shatfer are to be admired for the 
earnest cffort they are making on behalf of Atlanta. Naturally, 
they aren't doing it for the benefit of the city. They're confident 
that the franchise will eventually reap big dividends, They are 
speculators, and they’re willing to gamble. 


Shea, a difficult man to reach by phone these days, was quoted 
as saying that other groups are also interested in sponsoring an 
Atlanta franchise. Which is quite logical. Raising the money for big 
league baseball here isn't a tough assignment. Getting a stadium 
built is a monumental project. 


—No Tenant Foreseen for Poncey

Frank Shaughnessy of the International League and Ed Dough 
erty of the American Association aren't welcoming visitors. The two 
presidents said Thursday that they will demand a million bucks or 
so for territorial rights. They aren't relinquishing any franchises 
without receiving “‘proper’’ dough for damages 


Charlie Hurth of the Southern Association was singing in the 
same key. He mentioned Atlanta and New Orleans as sites the 
league isn’t surrendering for free. 


Thus, Atlanta’s prospects for baseball of any caliber next season 
are indeed bleak. The Southern Association is as shaky as Jello on 
a frosty morning. A Southern franchise is nothing more than a 
license to lose money. Mann is closing the door at Poncey next 
month, and no one has expressed a desire to operate in the Southern 
next year. No one is apt to enter the International now that Shaugh- 
nessy has posted a million-dollar sign at the exit. 

Chatz and Shaffer are returning to Atlanta next week for addi- 
tional spadework. They're enterprising, intelligent young men, and 
progress is their motto. I hope someone in Cobb County or Atlanta 
will assure them that a stadium will be built. But being a realist, 
instead of an optimist, I’m sure they will get no assurance trom 
Atlanta. 


Frankly, I'd advise their investors to invest in the new airport 
Then, they'd be assured of a three-point landing at city hail.

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Against Gas Tax

and international economic scene— 


POURING OIL ON TROUBLED WATERS: If present trends 
continue, motorists some day will be paying a tax of 20 to 25 cents 
on ev vet? A. oman of gasoline they buy. So predicts James M. Patter- 
son, American Oil Co.'s top public relations man. 
He told a Petroleum Association of Georgia meet- 
ing in Atlanta Thursday that in the past 10 years ° 
taxes on gasoline have jumped more than a third, 
or six times as much as the fuel's before-tax price. 
Also that direct and indirect taxes now make up 
a fraction over half of the 30.9 cents a gallon 
price Georgia motorists pay for regular grade 
gasoline. 


He and other speakers at the week-early local 
observance of the petroleum industry's 100th 
birthday condemned the added cent-a-gallon fed- 
eral highway program levy just approved by a 
House committee. Except for diversion of high- 
way users’ taxes to other programs, there’d be a surplus of high- 
way funds and no need for further gas tax increases, the oilmen 
asserted. They also put in a plug for asphalt paving (which takes 
a lot of petroleum), but gave no concrete examples to support their 
claim that greater use of it would lower the cost of highways. 


An important school of thought was represented by Dr. Rabun 
L. Brantley of Macon, vice president of both Mercer University and 
the Foundation for Independent Colleges, who urged businessmen to 
give more thought—and money—to schools. How business prospers, 
he said, depends directly on “‘progress in the cultural, physical and 
intellectual well-being of the society as a whole.’’ Citing the need 
of a proper balance between private and public philanthropy in a 
democratic system, the educator declared that contributions by 
business to higher education should be regarded ‘‘as an opportunity 
rather than a duty, as a challenge rather than a chore.”’ 


TURNING TO THE STOCK MARKET: GM has toppled GE as 
the darling of the small investor. The New York Stock Exchange 
reported Thursday that in the first half of 1959 GM stock was pre- 
ferred by 4,459 Monthly-Investment-Plan share-owners, while 4,079 
favored four-year leader GE. Next in order were Dow Chemical, 
Jersey Standard, Tri-Continental, Sperry Rand, Phillips Petroleum, 
AT&T, RCA and IBM... . A new rise in business activity to new 
high levels is almost sure when the steel and copper strikes end, 
says Courts & Co.’s weekly market letter. “‘Recognition of such a 
development in the stock market,’’ it adds, “‘is possible in the fall.’’
